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F ANYTHING counferbalances Japan's success in 
her tremendous drive to the south, it is the fa,ct 


that unsubdued China and Russia still exist. They 
are just cause for genuine apprehension in the Nip- 
ponese military hierarchy. 


Russia, should she desire to even old scores with 


the island empire, is in position to sow the seeds of 
ultimate destruction. Not only does she have an 
army ready to strike from Siberia, but could easily 


bomb the flimsy Japanese cities from Vladivostok. 


In the south, the Chinese armies of Chiang Kai- 


Shek—5,000,000 regulars and perhaps 12,000,000 
reserves—still control a wide area from their cap- 
tial at Chungking. Supplied by America and Britain 
over the tortuous Burma Road, they may become 
the nucleus of the Allies' first large-scale offensive 
in the East—through China to the sea and Japan's 
2,500-mile exposed supply line.

Every Nazi vessel venturing from the sheltered 


bases in occupied Norway and France, runs the 
greatest of risks. It must evade two great fleets, 
each superior to Germany's, besides escaping de- 
fection from the air. 


Allied bases completely ring the vast watery 


battleground, America ruling the western portion 


and Britain the eastern. In the narrow belt between, 
beyond reach of the longest reconnaissance planes 
—Axis vessels get their only break. Yet even here 
they must run the risk of headon encounters with 
enemy men o1 war. 


Most Allied merchant vessels cross the Atlantic 


in convoys, the heaviest-armed ships at the four 
corners and the valuable cargoes—oil and airplanes 
•—in the center. Ringing the group are destroyers 
end larger war vessels, assisted by long-range patrol 


craft and bombers. 


Germany's naval strength in the Atlantic is such 


that she can seriously menace such convoys only 
with the deadly and sinister U-boat. Because of 
technical improvements and closer home bases, it 
can range'farther afield than in former wars. But 
even occasior^al spectacular U-boat successes do 
not win wars. Control of an ocean requires a full- 
scale fleet and numerous bases. In the Atlantic, 
only Britain and America have them.

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N A warm day last mid-June Adolf Hitler ad- 


dressed the German people: 


"I have today decided to give the fate of the 


German people anythe Reich and of Europe again 
into the hands of our soldiers." 


He sjcke as Nazi armies began a bold lightning 


invasion of Russia, a gigantic campaign intended 
to acquire, by winter time, the Caucasus and all of 
the land west of the Volga. Russia's army, in the 
German war calendar, was to be wiped out. 


Never was a nation more grievously disap- 


pointed. True, Nazi armies rolled to the doors of 
Leningrad, Moscow and the Caucasus, but then 
they stopped. Winter came and Russia seized the 
offensive. In the face of retreat that seemed some- 
times more like a rout, Hitler announced that his 
plans had been changed. 


Military experts agreed generally that he made 


one great mistake, that of underestimating his foe. 
He was believed to have withdrawn great num- 


bers of troops for winter duty elsewhere, perhaps 
in the strategic but unpredictable Mid-East. 


This vast region of desert and petroleum would 


be a rich Nazi prize, accessible from Greece, Crete 
and dominated Bulgaria. But here, as in Russia, an- 
other tremendous battle threatened. Britain, takinq 
no chances with the safety of her vital Suez canal 
and the rich oil fields of Iraq and Iran, spread a 
mechanized defense army all the way from Egypt

The flood of'objections-that •rolled 


up against making, a sociological en- 
terprise out of what was purely a 
civilian defense effort not only swept 
Miss Chaney out of her job, but also 
washed out Mayor LaGuardia, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, and a score of lesser OCE 
officials. ,D'ean James M. Landis, of 
Harvard, took over. But thai didn'l 
slop Ihe criticism. 


The storm setlled around Ihe phys- 


ical fitness .unil wilh coordinators of 
everything from archery to yachting 
including codeball, horse-shoe pitch- 
ing, paddle and table tennis, walking 
and bag punching.

Nearly 50 per cen of the registrants

and feet defects, nervous and mental 
diseases, 10 per cent each; ear, nose 
and throat troubles, 5 per cent; and 
from here on clown to minor percent- 
ages; and (2) Ihere is only one school 
in the districl that offers more than 
two hours a week of physical training 
(exclusive of voluntary sports).
